It is not @ 
proper time to make such a charge as the 
majority of the court has here determined 
upon.

Justice Phillips Answers.

SAYS M'KINLEY SIDES WITH SPAIN. 


Correspondent of Havana Newspaper 
Declares President and Mr. Sher- 
man Are Against Insurgents, 


[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Havana, via Key West, June 15.—A re- 
markable letter from New York has been 
published by the Diario de la Marina. It is 
signed by its regular correspondent and 
appeared in the evening edition of the Diario 
on Friday; June 11. The letter says there ts 
no doubt that President McKinley sym- 
pathizes with Spain in the present war, and 
that this is proven not only by the orders 
issued from Washington for the capture of 
the filibustering steamer Dauntless, but also 
by explicit declarations made by Secretary 
Sherman. 

‘Mr. Sherman, says the Diario, was thor- 
oughly informed not long ago by Sefior 
Dupuy de Lome of the justice of Spain's 
cause and the wickedness of the Cuban 
revolt. . Sefior de Lome achieved this result, 
according to the Havana newspapers, by 
sending to Mr. Sherman a transiation, ex- 
pressly made for the purpose, of a Spanish 
book, in which all the beneficient laws estab- 
lished by Spain in Cuba are reproduced, 
showing that the Cubans have no cause to 
fight for their independence, as they have 
‘lived under the Blessings of full liberty and 
good government. 

* The correspondent says that Mr. Sherman, 
after reading the book, declared that Spain 
- was right and that all honest Cubans ought 
to accept this conclusion. A bitter attack is 
made upen a New York weekly newspaper, 
whose correspondent in Cuba is said to 
have been called to Washington to give in- 
formation about the situation on the islard. 

The correspondent affirms’ furthermore 
that Speaker Reed is also in favor of Spain, 
and that he is in accord with Senator Ald- 
rich in preventing a vote in the House on 
Senator Morgan’s resolution to recognize 
the belligerency of the Cubans.

ANGTRY TELLS HIS SIDE 


GOADED INTO RELATING THE STORY 
OF HIS MARRIED LIFE. 


Defends Himself from the Charges 
Made Against Him—Hew He Met 
Pretty Lily Le Breton—Married by 
Her Father at 3 O'Clock 


Him—Will Never Release Her. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY FRANK M. WHITE.) 

London, June 15.—[ Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The attacks upon the good 
name of Edward Langtry, husband of the 
famous Jersey Lily, since her Californian 
divorce, have led him to believe that his 
long policy of silence with regard to his un- 
happy married life has been a mistake. He 
has just recovered from a severe attack 
of influenza, and his period of confinement 
to his house in Victoria Square, Southamp- 
ton, has not been absolutely dull, since a 
press agency has sent him part of a ton of 
newspaper clippings concerning the allega- 
tions made against him in connection with 
his wife's petition for divorce. Mr. Langtry 
has at lasct determined to. break his long 
silence, and today he sent out the following 
signed statement; covering the period since 
his marriage: 

“ They say I forced my attentions on pret- 
ty Miss Lily Le Breton at the ball in Jersey. 
This is not true. I myself gave the invita- 
tions to the ball at St. Hilliers in 1874, and 
it was an understood thing between me and 
my friends that all the prettiest girls on the 
island, noted for its beautiful women, should 
be my guests. Among many others the Le 
Bretons received fnvitations. I think it was 
at the instigation of an old friend of the 
family named Young that Dean Le Breton, 
his wife, his son, and his daughter were 
present. 

Introduced by Her Brother. 

**T was introduced to the undoubted belle 
of the ball by her own brother, young Le 
Breton, and if I were capable of romance I 
would say there was no struggle between us 
to keep away from each other. The simple 
prose is, I did not dance with Lily Le Breton 
until half through the night, but after that 
I took her down to supper. I don’t know 
that our courtship matters much to any one. 
In five months we were man and wife. Old 
Dean Ie Breton, her father, married us. 
It was in his own beautiful church of 8t. 
Savicrs, in St.. Hilliers, and the ceremony 
took place at 3 o'clock in the morning. 
There was really nothing strange about this. 
He was anxious to catch the 7 o'clock boat 
for Southampton. ‘ 

‘*T have been painted in various hues, and 
darkest of all in America but I made a mar- 
riage settlement at the very outset on Lily. 
I assigned to my wife property which had 
been left me by my father valued at upwards 
of £10,000. That settlement has, of course, 
never been interfered with, and stlil exists. 
Under the terms of the settlement my wife 
has only a life interest in the property, but 
as far as I know she has enjoyed it uptothe 
present, and this I know as a fact, my life 
is fully insured, so as to clear the property 
in the event of my death. 

Denies He Ill Used Her. 

‘*A more lying or foul charge has never 
been made than one which accuses me of 
physical ill-usage of my wife. Ineverin my 
life once raised my hand against any 
woman, and those who say that I repeatedly 
struck Mrs. Langtry speak a deliberate lie. 

“There was nothing in her character that 
I could take exception to. She was just 20 
years of age when we were married, on 
March 12, 1874, and L hasten to say, that dur- 
ing the eight years we lived together there 
was no suspicion even of temper in the dis- 
position of my wife, which would have fur- 
nished the smallest grourfd for complaint. 
Apart altogether from absolute cruelty she 
was one of the sweetest girls that ever 
breathed. After our honeymoon we lived 
in Jersey for some years, and then we came 
to reside here in Southampton. It was here 
that my wife contracted typhoid fever, and, 
after I had nursed her through it, our med- 
ical advisers recommended a change of air. 
She desired to live in London. I cared noth- 
ing, so we went to London, and we lived in 
Belgravia. She wasa very beautiful woman, 
and we had many friends. 

Their First Estrangement. 

**T don’t care to speak of our first estrange- 
ment, but I may say this, that it was in 1551 
that I had an offer to go to Americato ascer- 
tain the value of some property belonging to 
Miss Adelaide Neilson, andin which it was 
said Edward Sothern, son of the originator 
of Lord Dundreary, had some interest. 
The offer was made me by George Lewis of 
Ely place, now Sir George Lewis, and the 
terms were very satisfactory. 

‘“‘We agreed, Lily and I, that I should go. 
I went and remained in America five 
months, kept there by cablegrams and let- 
ters which had no real importance. I saw 
the estate in question, and all the work it 
was necessary for me to do 1 completed in 
less than two hours on the spot. 

** It would be idle for me to say that I had 

no suspicions. 
» “* When I returned I met Mrs. Langtry 
once at Ely place, and I thought we should 
live together again, but she did not care to 
come back to me, and so we parted. 

** However seeming cruel it may be, I now 
affirm that I never heard my wife had given 
birth to a child, of which I was reputed to be 
the tather, until I received the divorce cita- 
tion, which was served on me here a few 
months ago. That should dispose of the 
question of desertion. But there are still 
further facts which should dispose of this 
odious charge. I am told that affidavits or 
statements have been made to further the 
plea of desertion by Sir George “‘hetwynd, 
Sir Robert Peel, Lord Rosslyn, and others. 
None of these persons have I ever to my 
knowledge seen in my life, and certainly 
with no one of them have I ever exchanged 
words, . 

Calis It a “ Wanton Lic.” 

** Now’ for the cruelest tale ofall. It has 
been said that during the ten years I lived in 
liolyhead she never passed through the Lon- 
don and Northwestern terminus without my 
meeting her and taking money from her.

‘* During my ten years in Holyhead from 
time to time Lily, as they call her, was pass- 
ing through, but I never saw her.

No, I have never seén her wittingly since I 
returned from America, but once when she 
drove rapidly past me in her brougham in 
Londonssd do not think she even saw me, 
a*ehough'!

*“T have never been served with a copy of 
the divorcee decree which it is said my wife 
obtained at some place called Lakeport, near 
San Francisco.

Berlin, June 15.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.}—In view of the confusion of the 
internal situation the Kaiser resolved, be- 
fore his trip to the Nordland and Russia, to 
settle those changes in the ministry under- 
stood long ago to be a necessity for restor- 
ing homogeneity to the government. It is 
superfluous to enter into the combinations 
about the details of the changes, because 
their official publication is imminent. The 
Kaiser evidently follows the principal idea 
of retaining Hohenlohe as Chancellor, but 
having Miquel as Vice Chancellor of the 
Empire and Vice President of the Prussian 
ministry to relieve him of all possible duties 
of his office. 

The repeated conferences between the 
Kaiser, Hohenlohe, Miquel, and Tirpitz show 
that the Kaiser endeAvors to obtain an 
agreement regarding all important internal 
guestions, including the Vereingesetz- 
Novelle, which will probably be withdrawn, 
an action for which the Conservative par- 
ties will forgive Miquel because he stands 
politically much nearer to them than Boet- 
tischer, who will be sacrificed and become 
probably Superior President of the govern- 
ment of Schleswig-Holstein. The question 
if Marschall will return to the Foreign Of- 
fice after his three months’ furlough is nat- 
urally not decided now. The Freisinnige 
Zeitung is quite right in saying that Hohen- 
lohe’s remaining as Chancellor has only an 
ornamental importance.

BARNATO’S DOWNFALL HASTENED 
BY A RESORT TO LIQUOR, 


Sent to the Cape Against His Will by 
Relatives Who Perceived His Men- 
tal Condition—London Market Bx- 
cited Over Kafr Shares—Strong 
Combination Succeeds in Support- 
ing the Market—Present Manage- 
ment of the Property.

World.]—Barney Barnato’s suicide must 
cause widespread ruin among small invest- 
ors. They had pinned their faitn on him. 
The big speculators, having inside know!l- 
edge of his serious condition, have either 
cleared out or been manipulating his stock 
with considerable profit. 

Barnato’s tragic end has convinced the 
public here of the utter rottenness of the 
South African boom, which now easily takes 
rank as the biggest stock inflation scheme 
(not to say swindle) of the record reign. 

The Kaffir market on the Stock Exchange 
opened today in a condition of tremendous 
excitement. Although persistent efforts 
were made to discredit the story of his 
death the operations of a powerful bear 
party soon became apparent, but they were 
incumbered by a still stronger combination 
formed to support the market, not 80 much 
in the interest of the Barnato stocks as to 
prevent a general panic in the South Afric- 
an market. 

Inquiry at the Stock Exchange at 1 p. m. 
elicited the statement that the Barnato 
stocks had so far fallen only \. 

Brokers Show Excitement. 

The pale, anxious faces of many of the 
brokers as they left the Stock Exchange 
bore evidence of the excitement prevailing 
inside, while knots of investors gathered in 
Throgmorton street anxiously inquiring for 
the last quotations. Barnato securities 
were quoted eighteen months ago at a cap- 
ital value of $60,000,000, but in the last six 
months they had fallen to about $15,000,000, 
though they recently improved on better 
accounts from South Africa. 

Mrs. Joel, Barnato’s sister, told me last 
night, before anything was known here of 
the death, that friends intended to land Bar- 
ney Barnato at Funchal for a month's rest, 
as his health was not yet such as to render 
his return to London advisable. 

No secret is made of the fact that his 
breakdown was accelerated by heavy 
drinking, which began when the Kaffir 
slump started, even before his departure for 
South Africa, which was hurried and pri- 
vate. 

His mind showed signs of failing under the 
strain eight months ago, on which account 
he was sent away from England. There 
had never been any sensible improvement 
in his condition. 

All manner of biographical] fiction has been 
written about the ‘‘ Diamond King.’’ Here 
is an authentic account of his life, never pub- 
lished here: 

First Sold Penny Canes. 

His real name was Isaac Isaacs Barnett. 
His father was an old clothes dealer in Pet- 
ticoat Lane, the Ghetto of Whitechapel. 

Barney at first sold penny canes in Hyde 
Park. Then he was an assistant street con- 
jurer. 

Twenty-seven years ago, when 18 years 
old, he went to South Africa with a circus. 
After wandering about there a long time as 
a public entertainer he was employed by the 
Union Steamship company for three years 
to organize entertainments among the pas- 
sengers on the steamers between London 
and Cape Town. 

His next venture was to invest his savings 
in a share in a small diamond mine at Kim- 
berley. 

According to well authenticated stories 
current in the city (London) he laid the 
foundation of his fortune buying stones from 
Kaffirs without inquiring too closely how 
they got them. In five years he had accumu- 
lated $300,000, largely by transactions of this 
description, which, in view of the rigorous 
penalties attached by the Cape authorities 
to illicit diamond dealing, was a game at- 
tended with grave rigks. But Barney al- 
ways was clever, and the astuteness which 
enabled him alone among his coterie to keep © 
clear afterwards of the Jameson plot and 
fiasco may have been acquired in this dan- 
gerous avocation. 


Made a Millionaire. 


The amalgamation of the De Beers and 
Kimberly mines made Barney a millionaire. 
Since then his career as a financier has been 
a matter of public notoriety. He came home 
to England at the beginning of the South 
African boom a few years ago. He floated 
numerous companies connected with the 
Rand mining industry, and at the height of 
the boom was reputed to be worth at least 
$50,000,000. 

Society smiled upon him. He met the 
Prince of Wales at luncheon, and won gold- 
en opinions by the lavishness with which 
he gave financial tips to his aristocratic ac- 
quaintances and by magnificent presents 
which they were not ashamed to accept in 
return for their perfunctory hospitalities to 
him. 

Hle then executed the biggest financial op- 
eration of his career and about the last. He 
issued stock for a company called Barnato’s 
Consolidated, which included the pick of all 
the companies he had floated. The nominal 
capital was $15,000,000 in $5 shares, which 
was frantically competed for at $15 pre- 
mium, so that the actual capital was $60,- 
000,000. The troubles on the Rand brought 
these shares down on the run, and they 
stand today at £1 7s 8d. 


Shares Greedily Bought. 

This transaction, even at the outset, was 
severely criticised, but such was the belief 
of ignorant investors in “ Barney's ” genius 
that the shares were greedily taken up. 

Lord Mayor Renals entertained him ata 
banquet at Mansion House, for which he 
was attacked for prostituting his office by 
leading London papers, and on retirement 
from the Mayoralty Mr. Renals was refused 
the usual vote of thanks by the corporation 
of London on that account. 

Thenceforward Barney's star was decided- 
ly on the wane. 

His responsibilities weighed heavily on 
his mind, and he sought “ solace "’ too fre- 
quently. His naturally robust constitution 
had been undermined by his laborious, exctt- 
ing life, and symptoms of softening of the 
brain manifested themselves. His family 
and partners became alarmed at the prev- 
able effect on his securities if this was 
known, as they were Believed to be depend- 
ent solely on his personality. 

So they used every effort to get him oft 
to the Cape and place him in seclusion for a 
time in the hope that he would recover. 


Shipped Against His Wi11. 

He did not want to leave London, but bya 
ruse they induced him to go on board a 
steamer to see a nephew off to the Cape, and 
he was kept talking in the cabin until the 
ship had parted with the tender. He was 
thus shipped away -against his wil}. This 
explains a story, made much of at the time 
and now renewed, that he went the last time 
to South Africa se unexpectedly that he had 
only the clothes he stood ipin. ~

After Barnato began building a lordly pal- 
ace for himself in aristocratic Park Lane 
his phenomenal good fortune deserted him. 
Among the city financiers a millionaire smiit- 
tén with the housé-bullding mariia is 4 
doomed man. It is considered a sure symp-~ 
tom of mental decay. Many instances are 
cited of milfionaires who erected mansions 
they never inhabited. 

Barnato’s house cost, it is estimated, 
$5,000,000, It is now approaching comple- 
tion and the internal decoration is partly 
done. The exterior is ornate in the extreme, 
Barnato having given unlimited discretion 
to the architect to embellish it with tracery, 
pilasters, and statues. 

The significance of the statues was much 
canvassed until a witty stock broker said 
they were intended to represent * Bar- 
ney’s”’ petrified stockholders. 

It is understood that Mrs. Barnato has 
no desire, if she could afford it (which is 
improbable now), to take up her residence 
in the Park Lane mansion, now generally 
spoken of as ‘“‘ Barnato’s folly.”’ Uitimately 
it will have to be disposed of at an immense 
sacrifice, as no sane man would give what 
it cost Barnato. 

John Hays Hammond, the leading Amer- 
ican in the Rand Mining Industry, and an 
intimate friend of Barnato, said to me to- 
day in the Hotel Cecil: 

‘“‘I am very sorry for poor Barnato, fop, 
despite some of his Httle tricks, he was a 
good sort. 

“TI first went to South Africa with him 
and was-associated with him in the Kimber- 
ley diamond mines for some years before 
the De Beers amalgamation. 

Always Extremely Erratic. 

“He was always extremely erratic, 80 
much so that persons who did not know him 
intimately might fancy he was not quite 
responsible for his actions, but I never 
noticed any symptom of insanity about him. 
In business he was as keen as a razor. 

“It is impossible to say what fortune he 
has left. That must be determined by the 
course of the stock markets in the next few 
days. For my part I anticipate a crash in 
the Barnato securities, but that won't affect 
the general Kaffir market. Barney had not 
been taking any part in the management of 
his business for six months. It is in the 
hands of his nephew Joel, who is just as 
clever as Barney was himself. 

“Mental breakdown was feared by his 
family and friends before he left England, 
and his departure was quite hurried.” 

Mr. Hammond then rushed off, his im- 
mense South African interests necessarily 
demanding close attention, with the pos- 
sibility of a crash being at hand. 

The relatives of Mr. Barnato were invisible 
today. 

Wolf Barnato Joel has long been at the 
head of Barnato’s enterprises in Engjand 
and is to a large extent responsible for the 
success of the Kaffir stocksin London. The 
general realization of this probably explains 
why the Kaffir stocks did not heavily slump 
on the Stock Exchange today. Speculators 
have known for a long time that W. B. Joel 


was the real head of Barnato’s affairs here.

Transvaal Affairs Worried Him. 


[SPDCIAL CABLE.] 
London, June 15.—A dispatch from Johan- 


nesburg says that the critical situation of 
affairs in the Transvaal, together with the 
failure of certain negotiations at the Trans- 
vaal government, greatly perturbed Barnato, 
who left Johannesburg in April for a holiday 
at Cape Town. The change did him no good, 
however, and his complete breakdown oc- 
curred on May 23, when he had an alarming 
seizure of delirium, compelling his friends 
to keep him under constant supervision to 
prevent his committing suicide. 8S. B. Joel, 
his nephew and business manager, was sum- 
moned, and arrived on May 25. Barnato 
was then a little better, but it was considered 
necessary to vest all business responsibility 
in Joel. 

Barnato was in a serious condition when 
news was received of him on May 25. It was 
said he was suffering from a severe nervous 
shock, and anxiety was felt for his nervous 
condition. It was also reported that he was 
suffering from delirium, and was under 
private restraint, and that for three months 
he had been mentally unbalanced. A cable 
message was received later from South 
Africa saying that he was better, and was 
making speedy progress toward recovery. 
He sailed for England on June 2 in tompany 
with 8S. B. Joel. 

Not Quite a Spartan.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Contractors Stampede to Sign OCen- 
tracts with the Striking Tailors— 
‘Busy Season Is Near. 


New York, June 15.—[Special.]—For the 
first time since the strike of the East Side 
tailors began, there was a stampede of con- 
tractors today to sign agreements and settle 
with the Brotherhood of Tailors. The con- 
tractors who have been holding out. have 
been building on starving the tailors into re- 
turning to work under the old conditions, but 
the strikers have been more resolute than 
they expected. Now, that the busiest part 
of the season is drawing near; the con- 
tractors who have not settled are afraid of 
iosing their trade. 


Cigarmakers Consolidate. 

The two largest cigarmaking fitms in 
America joined forces today, and will here- 
after be conducted on a fraternal basis, 
though each will retain its identity. They 
are the firms of Kerbs, Wetheim & Schiffer 
amd Straiton & Storm. Straiton & Storm will 
abandon their Twenty-seventh street and 
Third avenue factory, and move to 307 to 
oll East Fifty-third street, which will con- 
nect with the other factory at Second ave- 
nue and Fifty-fourth street by a bridge. 
The new plant will employ 4,000 workmen, 
and will be the biggest thing in smoke going. 
Its output will be 100,000,000 cigars a year. 
Members of the two firms say the only pub- 
lic significance in the consolidation is that 
expenses can be reduced and smokers get 
the benefit of better goods. They say there 
is no trust idea connected in any way with 
the new scheme. 

Leaves Cash to Benevolence. 

Two wills of the 2aroness Solvyns, for- 
merly Miss Harrie.te Livingston of this 
city, who died April 18, in London, were 
filed here for probate today. The Baroness 
was the widow of Baron Henry Solvyns, 
Beigian minister to England. After a few 
specific bequests she directs that all her 
cash (the amount is not given) and a quan- 
tity of valuable jewelry be divided between 
the Societe de Bienfaisance Belge, the Prin- 
cess Alice Memorial Hospital, and the Lon- 
don Fever Hospital. Cornelia Noakes and 
Charlies Livingston of Kingston, N. Y., her 
cousins, will divide the residuary estate 
between them. Its value is large, but un- 
known. 


Tatent Holders Alarmed. 


There is alarm among the holders of 
American patent rights on various petrol- 
eum products and coal tar preparations over 
the way the European and particularly the 
German patentees of these preparations 
have been invading the American markets 
and underselling home manufacturers. 
The first of a series of hearings ordered by 
Secretary Gage was held today in the cus- 
toms office. The patentees suggested that 
the Collector keep samples of all manu- 
factured articles brought in through the 
Custom-House for one year so that the pat- 
entees will have facilities for tracing arti- 
cles that violate their rights. 

Funeral of Marie A. De Comeai. 

Mount Loretta Home at Pleasant Plains 
was crowded today when the funeral services 
over the remains of Miss Marie A. De 
Comeau, one of the victims of the Paris 
bazaar fire of last month, were’ held. 
Requiem mass was celebrated by the Rev. 
J. J. Daugherty. Miss De Comeau had long 
ago expressed a wish to be buried in 
America.

TOBACCO CASE IS BEGUN. 


JURY 18 ALLOWED TO STAND AS 
ORIGINALLY SELECTED. 


~ 


Judge Fitsgerald Denies District At- 
terney Olney’s Motion to Have Ju- 
ror W. J. Bryon Removed and Also 
Attorney Cheate’s Motion to Have 
Juror Fash Examined—Olcott’s Ar- 
raignment of the Trust-—Explains 
the Agreement with the Jobbers. 


New York, June 15.—[Spectal.]—After a 
little preliminary skirmishing over the ques- 
tion of unseating Juror Bryon and an elo- 
quent and scathing address by District At~ 
torney Olcott the trial of the ten magnates 
of the tobacco trust under indictment for the 
crime of conspiring to injure and restrain 
trade was fairly begun today. It is going 
to be a,long trial from all indications, and 
from the confidénT manner of the District 
Attorney in his opening there is every rea- 
son to: believe the phalanx of legal lights 
headed by Joseph H. Choate in court to 
defend the indicted men will have their 
hands full in meeting the evidence of the 
prosecution. 

Every one wondered today what would 
be done in the case of Juror Bryon, who, ac- 
cording to the affidavit of a reporterof a 
morning paper, made statements in an in- 
terview which would unfit him for service 
in the trial. Judge Fitzgerald, however, 
denied the motion of the District Attorney 
to unseat Juror Bryon. Oy 

He also denied a motion of Lawyer Choate 
to have Juror Fash examined in regard to 
his interview with Reporter Piper. Mr. 
Choate then said that he would demand to 
have the attention of the grand jury called 
to Reporter Piper, the editor and proprietor 
of the Morning Journal and Advertiser, for 
having éngaged in a conspiracy to influence 
the action of justice against the defense. 

Mr. Olcott in his opening address spoke 
solemnly and earnestly, to the apparent 
amusement of Mr. Choate, who smiled 


broadly and continuously until the District | 


Attorney turned to him and in a tone half 
jocular and half protesting said: 

“With Mr. Choate it is to laugh, but to 
those who have been ruined by the con- 
spiracy for which these members of the 
tobacco trust stand indicted, who are the 
slaves of these men, bound hand and foot 


‘by the great amount of capital back of the 


company, it is a matter of life or death.”’ 

Mr. Olcott said during his opening of the 
case: 

‘* Prior to Oct. 17, 1889, there were five 
great cigaret manufacturing concerns, Al- 
len & Ginter, Duke Sons & Co., Kinney 
Manufacturing company, W. 8S. Kimball & 
Co., and Goodwin & Co. They had 90 per 
cent of the trade. These five concerns came 
together.”’ 

Mr. Olcott claimed that Allen & Ginter 
and W. Duke, Sons & Co. each took 30 per 
cent, Kinney Tobacco company took 20 per 
cent, and Kimball & Co. and Goodwin & Co, 
each took 10 per cent. 

Says Methods Are Criminal. 

“ The American Tobacco company was in- 
corporated Jan. 20, 1890, in the State of 
New Jersey. No crime was committed by 
that incorporation, but I will try to show 
you that the methods declared and carried 
out under that agreement of incorporation 
were a crime. These five concerns main- 
tained their separate establishments and 
continued to make and sell their individual 
brands, .but when a bill of goods was sold— 
say, for instance, by Allen & Ginter—the 
bill was made out for Allen & Ginter’s 
branch of the American Tobacco company. 

“This is most significant. It shows that 
this corporation was not formed to conduct 
a cigaret business as an ordinary corpora- 
tion composed of individuals, but was a cor- 
poration of corporations, not to start a cig- 
aret business, but simply from the aggran- 
dized power to strangle competition. 

** They sent a circular to the tobacco trade 
saying that a discount of a certain per- 
centage would be made to the jobbers who 
bought of the branches. 

‘* Any jobber? O, no; but any jobber who 
handles cigarets ‘in a satisfactory man- 
ner.’ Satisfactory to whom? Satisfactory 
to the manufacturer. Men with money and 
credit and business reputation could not buy 
the goods of the American Tobacco com- 
pany unless in the opinion of the company 
they handle their goods in a manner satis- 
factory to the company.” 

Mr. Oleott then took up the provisions of 
the agreement. 

‘There is nothing that could not be cov- 
ered up under the statute laws if such trick- 
ery was allowed to go unpunished,’’ said 
Mr. Olcott. This is the system under which 
the Amertiean Tobacco company disposed 
of its goods from March 1, 1892, up to the 
time of its indictment. The company was 
not indicted for striving to overcome compe- 
tition by fair means, not for using its grasp 
on 90 per cent of the cigaret trade, but be- 
cause it used its power over unwilling icb- 
bers to prevent them from selling other 
cigarets. : 

Taking of Evidence Begins. 


Joseph Park of the grocery firm of Park 
& Tilford was the first witness. The gist of 
his testimony, as brought out by direct and 
croas-examination, was that Park & Tilford 
had an agreement with the American To- 
bacco company, and that under it his firm 
was enabled to make very large profits. It 
was stipulated that no other,cigaret was to 
be handled by the firm, but the National 
Cigaret and‘ Tobacco company’s cigaret 
came en the market and Park & Tilford 
bought 25,000 cigarets from them. , 

Then Mr. Butler, presumably representing 
the American Tobacco company, laid down 
an ultimatum, and Park & Tilford were com- 
pelled to give up the other cigarets, return- 
ing them to the National company. Tho 
agreement with the American Tobacco com- 
pany was in writing, and at present in the 
safe of Park & Tilford. Under the agrée- 
ment, Mr. Park said, his firm received a large 
amount of stock on consignment. Mr. Park 
said the agreement had been made volun- 
tarily, and that the firm expected to live up 
to it. 

During the cross-examination of Mr. Park 
Mr. Choate declared that business principles 
alone were employed in the transaction of 
the business of jis clients. 

“They are the same principles as are 
employed by business houses the world 
over,’ said Mr. Choate. 

No further witnesses were called before 
adjournment was taken until tomorrow.

New York, June 15.—[Spectial.]—Another 
woman of the Four Hundred has turned her 
attention to breadwinning in a striking wey. 
The latest and most original addition to the 
ranks of tradé is Mrs. Ledyard Stevens, 
who has opened a business office at 9 West 
Forty-second street. Mrs. Stevens, who is 
cultured and handsome, numbers among her 
relatives members of the Astor family.

He opened his juggernaut season ear- 
lier last year, but he beat his June record 
of 1896 by four degrees, and Forecaster Gar- 
riott said last night that the reckless old 
rider would prohably keep up his burning 
pace for several days. The only hope of 
making him slacken his sizzling speed is the 
outbreak of a thunder shower, which would 
dampen the ardor of the world’s veteran 
scorcher as quickly as a watering cart on 
Michigan avenue demoralizes the tandem 
chasers of the boulevards. 

Old Sol-has only been limbering up since 
Friday last, but it was with a flying start 
that he began yesterday's race at 12:01 
oclock, the timers in the observatory tower 
of the Auditorium catching him at 80° just 
after midnight. 

Records on the Road. 

When he passed Boston yesterday he had 
reached the 74 clip, but he had Jumped up to 
82 at New York, and finally touched 93 de- 
grees at Chicago as he sped westward. 
Thunderstorms in the central and south- 
western part of Illinois made the dangerous 
scorcher slow up in that section. 

At 5 o'clock the scorcher’s worst foe, the 
thunder shower, flooded the country not 
many miles south of this city, and there 
is a possibility that when Old Sol approaches 
Chicago on today’s scorch he may be thrown 
down by a wet track. Forewarner Garriott 
says with thunder storms today there may 
be a change of wind that will send breezes 
from the lake so strong that even the en- 
thusiasm of Sol will not overcome them. 

There were no cyclonic conditions to stay 
the heat yesterday, and only one place, 
Dubuque, had a high wind, which swept 
along at the rate of forty miles an hour for 
a short time, while all the heat had to face in 
this neighborhood was a wind that varied 
from twelve to twenty miles an hour. 

The heat not only made life for man a 
stifling, sweltering torture, but ‘ knocked 
out’’ many horses and drove dogs mad. 

It was so hot on the asphalt that during 
the day there was a startling decrease in 
the number of wheel riders seen in the city. 

Men and women under the protection of 
stores, banks, and factories, were busy mop- 
ping brows and faces, while a-foot and on 
cars hats, papers, and anything that would 
serve the purpose were used as fans to stir 
up the humid atmosphere. 

Babies of the Poor Suffer. 

The babies of the poor suffered most severe- 
ly from the scorching, and many mothers 
traveled to the park, the river banks. or the 
lake front to get a whiff of cooling air, while 
sleep in tenement districts was almost im- 
possible. 

They were not all *“‘ hobos”’ who slept in 
the parks and alleyways. Many. poor fami- 
lies were unable to endure the torturé of 
trying to sleep in miserable houses and 
passed the night on roofs or doorsteps. 

No class suffered more heavily than the 
‘longshoremen at work on docks or in the 
holds of vessels, and scores of them were 
compelled to stop their labor during the day. 

Armies of, boys sought relief in the lake, 
and it was a carnival-like day for bathers, 
while open air gardéns received big crowds 
of heat-avoiding men, women, and children. 

Scarcity of Water. 

To add to the evil effects of the scorcher 
there was a scarcity of water in all parts of 
the city. Orders were issued to rigidly en- 
force the ordinances which seek to prevent 
the wasting of water, and the policemen 
were vigilant in the suppression of that 
abuse. 

The result of the many complaints re- 
ceived at the City Hall about the scarcity of 
water was an order that the supply be:-in- 
creased. Commissioner McGann detailed 
mechanics to repair the packing in all the 
pump cylinders to increase their capacity for 
work. 

A rabid dog, its jaws white with foam, 
leaped from The Halsted stréet lift bridge 
yesterday to the deck of the schooner Fly- 
ing Jib, and drove the crew to the rigging.

Miss Gillette, the pretty daughter of Mrs 
James F. Gillette, didn’t faint me she dis- 
covered the negro prowling in a dimly light- 
ed room in their big brown stone house, 
aoe Michigan avenue.

fat policeman dashing to the scene by the 
shrill blasts of her ivory whistle. 

Mr. Crerar is the son of a wealthy ship- 
builder, whose yard on the Inverness Frith 
in the northeastern part of Scotland rivals 
the big shipbuilding establishments of Glas- 
gow. Twelve years ago he came to this 
country to engage in the swifter race of 
life on this side of the ocean. 


Miss Gillette Finds the Negro. 

Mr. Crerar was in the drawing-room of 
the Gillette residence at 8:30 p. m. on Mon- 
day, when Miss Gillette had occasion to 
go into the hallway. Ina rear room on the 
first floor she saw a negro attempt to con- 
ceal himself. There was only a faint light, 
but Miss Gillette stepped to the door of the 
room. 

: What do you want here?” she demanded. 

I’se just come hyar to see Charley,” re- 
plied the negro. 

Charley is the name of the Gillette fam- 
ily’s coachman. The stranger at that mo- 
ment made an effort to dash into the hall- 
way and escape to Michigan avenue, but 
Miss Gillette’s call for Mr. Crerar was in- 
Stantly answered by the appearance of that 
gentleman in time to prevent the negro’'s 
filght. He grasped the intruder by the coat 
collar, and the man clinched with Mr. 
Crerar. He made a frantic effort to break 
away, but his captor clutched him with the 
hold of a Heffelfinger, and dragged him 
along the hallway to the head of the broad 
steps in the front of the house. 

Miss Gillette Gets the Whistle. 

While Mr. Crerar and the negro strug- 
gled at the door Miss Gillette appeared with 
a whistle. Her first blast sent wild alarm 
along Michigan avenue, crowded at that 
moment with streams of bicyclists. An 
army of wheelmen and wheelwomen crowd- 
ed in front of the big house, while James O 
Heyworth, H. O. Higinbotham. and other 
neighbors were aroused by the blasts. 

Every time the negro tugged to get away 
from the vise-like grasp of Mr. Crerar Miss 
Gillette promptly blew again on the tocsin 
of the house. 

Patrolman Wennerholm, on Indiana ave- 
nue, near Twenty-eighth street, heard the 
summons. Bathed in perspiration, he ran 
on the scene, and relieved Mr. Crerar of 
his prisoner. 

Mania for Entering Houses. 

When taken into the Cottage Grove Po- 
lice Station the negro was at once recognized 
as Waring, a crank. One of his specialties 
is to walk into the open hallways of fash- 
ionable residences, but the police say that, 
although previously arrested for entering 
houses and startling the inmates, he has 
never been caught with plunder on him. 

Every time he is arrested he develops a 
wonderful appetite, and devours all the 
food that the police will furnish him. 

Whenever Waring sees a blockade of cars 
or other vehicles he assumes command of 
the situation, and directs the movements of 
the tangled mass of things on wheels until 
chased by a policeman, and at the time of 
the fire at Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s store sever- 
al years ago he was almost kicked to death 
by firemen for turning'in a false alarm of 
fire from the neighborhood of the conflagra- 
tion. 

When Miss Gillette refused to prosecute 
Waring yesterday he was let go with the 
warning to prowl in strange houses no 
more. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION UNDER FIRE 


Alderman Mangler Begins His Inves- 
tigation with Suggestion of Gen- 
eral Charges. ‘ 


Alderman Mangler and his special com- 
mittee started in yesterday afternoon upon 
the investigation of the Board of Education, 
but the progress made was not great. 

Although the Alderman, in opening the ses- 
sion, hinted at several serious offenses in 
scheol management, the evidence at his 
command was apparently meager, and after 
two hours spent in wrangling and explana- 
tions the committee adjourned fora week, to 
.give persons who are said to have grievances 
against the board a chance to put them in 
writing. 

The meeting was held in the Bullding and 
Grounds committee room of the Board of 
Education. There were present the members 
of the Council committee, Aldermen Mang- 
ler, Schlake, Kiolbassa, and Alling, Alder- 
man Northrop being absent. Of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education there were 
present Acting President Cusack and Trus- 
tees Wolf, Schneider, Gross, Torrison, Cam- 
eron, and Kohtz, members of the Buildings 
and Grounds committee. 

Alderman Mangler opened the meeting. 
He read from typewritten manuscript his 
introductory remarks. 

“You have all heard,” he began, “ for 
several years past of the charges of gross 
extravagance and the charges against the 
general business management of the 


board——’”’ 
“T have never heard of them,” broke in 


Trustee Wolf. 

“Then you don’t read the daily papers,” 
said Alderman Mangler. : 

Alderman Mangler then continued the 
reading of his speech, maintaining that 
notwithstanding the board expended 50 per 
cent of the entire tax levy of the city, yet 
there were 10,000 children without school 
facilities. He also said that on account of 
the business methods of certain members of 
the board members had resigned recently 
without giving any excuse for doing so. 

Trustee Cusack then appealed to Superin- 
tendent Lane, who said that every child 
who made application to the schools was en- 
rolled and a seat for a whole or half day was 
furnished. 

The Alderman wanted to know how much 
property was controlled by the Board of 
Education, and a printed list of all the prop- 
erty of the board was furnished him. He 
also asked about the leases, and was told 
that those matters were in the hands of the 
Committee on School Fund Property, and 
could be best answered by ic. 

Trustee Kohtz explained the purchase of 
the Franklin Schogi site, and said that ow- 
ing to the Council rejecting the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Education the first 
time it was presented the city had to pay 


- $5,000 more for the property. 


A letter was read complaining that there 
was no school building in the neighborhood . 
of Seventeenth and Laflin streets. » 

Cusack said that for the last six years the 
board had tried to get the Council to ap- 
prove of a site in that locality. 

The meeting adjourned until Tuesday 
at 2:30 p. m., when the Committee on School 
Fund Property will be present to tell what 


it knows of leases.

IS NOW COUNTESS YON MATUSCHKA. 


Miss Ella Holbrook of Detroit Becomes 
the Bride of a German Noble— 
Millions for a Dower. 


Detroit, Mich., June 15.—[Special.]—Miss 
Ella Holbrook Walker is now a Countess 
and a Baroness, the ceremony which made 
her a member of thé German nobility hav- 
ing been performed by Justice of the Peace 
Shellenberger at the home of Frank H. 
Walker at noon. 

At 3 o'clock the religious ceremony was 
performed by Bishop John Foley of the 
Catholic Church, although the bride is a 
Protestant. 

The question of the bride’s dowry is one 
of almost absorbing interest to the 400 here, 
but they have had to take it out in interest, 
as not a reliable word has filtered through 
the gossips. When Hiram Walker, the big 
whisky distiller, divided his business be- 
tween his four children a few years ago they 
came in for more than $2,000,000 each. This 
has been increased since. 


Death of W. G. Metzger. 

W. G. Metzger, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Metzger Linseed Oil company, and 
one of Chicago's best known and respected 
citizens, died at St. Vincent Hospital, Nor- 
folk, Va., June 8, after an illness of two 
weeks’ duration. 

The remains were interred at Logansport, 
Ind., June 12. Logansport was Mr. Meiz- 
ger’s old home, and 100 employés of the 
Chicago factory went there to place their 
last tribute, a magnificent floral design, on 
the casket of the man whom they had 
learned to love and respect. 

For two years Mr. Metzger had not been 
in the best of health. He had used all the 
remedies that wealth could purchas¢ and sci- 
ence commanded to battle with the dread 
disease to which he finally succumbed. Two 
years ago, when he had been wearied and 
worn out by too assiduous application to 
business details, he took a brief respite, and 
sought health in Europe. For a time he 
found the needed tonic in the famous water- 
ing places of the Old World, and returned 
invigorated to this country. Being of an un- 
tiring disposition he plunged again into 
active business, but his delicate condition 
could not withstand the strain, and on the 
advice of his physician he was forced to 
seek absolute rest. This was the latter part 
of May. He went to Old Point Comfort 
and sought to woo health from the invig- 
orating breezes of.the sea. He grew wotee, 
however, and two weeks ago it became nec- 
essary to remove him to St. Vincent Hos- 
pital in Norfolk. Despite all efforts of the 
physician to prolong his life he died. 

W. G. Metzger was born Oct. 7, 1837, on a 
small farm near Winesberg, O. At the age 
of 24 he made up his mind to leave the farm 
life for one of business activity, and obtained 
his first position with a business house in 
Waterville, O. After seven years of efficient 
service he decided to embark in business on 
his own account. With the money he had 
accumulated through frugal living and con- 
stant attention to business he started a 
produce commission house in Toledo, O.. He 
was eminently successful, and his firm soon 
attracted the attention of men who spcnt 
their lives in the same branch of trade. At 
this time he became acquainted with the 
details of the linseed oil business, and his 
shrewd business ability showed him the fu- 
ture possibilities in this line. He entered 
into the trade, and within four years be- 
came a partner in the Hardy-Metzger Lin- 
seed Oil company at Logansport, Ind. He 
soon became a factor in the trade, and when 
the firm’s business increased so that it he- 
came necessary to establish a branch in 
Philadelphia his associates selected him to 
take charge of the Eastern interests. This 
was in 1884. A year later he joined with 
his byothers in the founding of the Metzger 
Bros. Linseed Oil company at Toledo, O. 
In 1887, when the large linseed oil firms con- 
solidated, he disposed of his Logansport in-

POSTAL CARD ASSESSOR HOLDS CER- 
TAIN QUERIES IMPERTINENT. 


Declares He Is Following Out the Law 


in Trying to.Ascertain Cash Values 
Admits He Suspects Some of His 
Men, Upon Whom He* Depends for 
Fair Work—Spits, Landauer & Co. 
Case News to Him—Career of Man 
Who Prods South Town Taxpayers. 


Richard C. Gunning says he is doing it all 
alone. He and nobody else is responsible 
for scaring the business-men and dwellers 
in the Town of South Chicago with all kinds 


‘of fits by notifying them in startling postal 


cards that the valuation of their personal 
property for purposes of assessment has 
been fixed at figures that are positively 
startling in comparison with the valuations 
that have been heretofore made. 

All day yesterday crowds sweltered in

the schedules can tell about that. He has 
been here a long time. There are a great 
many persons coming to see me, but I have 


i no means of knowing whether or not there 


are more than other years.”’ 
“ When will the actual figures of assess- 
ment be set down?’ 


Expects to Be Through Soon. 

“ Before I close the office. By the middle 
of next month I expect to be back among 
the people, with all my work done, and my 
books ready to be turned over to the County 
Clerk. All the figures now are only put down 
in pencil, and capable of being changed. 

“When, about a week before closing time, 
I have decided on equable and fair figures, 
they will be put down in ink in the warrant 
books, which go to the County Clerk. Until 
then my books will be open for inspection, 
and every one will be duly notified and given 
an opportunity to explain anything in which 
they think an injustice may be done.” 

“Do you care to give THE TRIBUNE a 
statement telling why such large amounts 
have been named in the postal cards?’’ 

“No. But my men have instructions to 
make fair estimates.’’ 

“Are they capable of doing so?” 

“ They use their best Judgment, but I have 


had my confidence in some of them shat-

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long lines trying to get a chance to explain 
that the assessments they would be ex- 
pected to stand according .to the postal cards 
they received were toe high. The Assessor 
saw just as many as he was able to give 
attention to up to the time he closed his 
office for the day, at 5p. m. 

The South Town Assessor was tired out 
then. He had been at his office since 7:45 
a. m. confronting alarmed owners of ordi- 
nary household furniture who had been as- 
sessed in the thousands; business-men 
whose stocks of goods had been valued by 
postal card at figures that they said would 
amount to practical confiscation if they were 
compelled to pay taxes on the sums named. 


Questions Submitted to Gunning. 


But Assessor Gunning had time to study 
the following question, submitted by Tue 
TRIBUNE as pertinent in view of his action: 

On whose authority or advice are you acting? 
Is it your own, the Mayor's, or that of any party 
organization, or political clique? 

Are you working independently of the other 
Assessors, Or in harmony with them? 

If independently, why should you differ so 
radically from the other Assessors in the Town 
of Chicago? 


What is your purpose in trying to multiply the | 


assessment and taxes of the South Town to four 
or five times the total of other years? 

Is it your purpose to try and make the City of 
Chicago, and the South Town thereof, pay nearly 
all the taxes of the State? 

Calis the Questions Impertinent. 

Mr. Gunning meditated a while. He 
wanted to make a copy of the questions. 
Then he said: — 

‘* I desire to be,courteous to THE TRIBUNE, 
but the questions are unwarranted and im- 
pertinent.”’ 

That was the only reply he would vouch. 
He made neither acknowledgment nor de- 
nial. He explained later that the questions 
carried an inference, and then called in a 
Mr. Solon to witness that he had been asked 
certain questions by THE TRIBUNE, and that 
he had answered them, about as given in the 
foregoing. 

“Is Paddy Ryan connected with your 
office in the capacity of outside man, looking 
after your outside business?’’ was asked. 

* He is connected with this office in no 
way whatsoever.” 

“Is Roger Sullivan connected with your 
office in an advisory or any other capacity?’’ 

** No, sir.”’ 

Then it was that Mr. Gunning explained 
that he was paddling his own assessment 
canoe, and that the only beacon light to- 
wards which he was steering was the one 
offered by the revenue law, which has in it 
a clause directing him ‘‘ to determine and 
fix the fair cash value of all items of per- 
sonal property.”’ 

No Other Assessors Consulted. 


Without solicitation he answered one of 
the questions, which he had personally de- 
clared ‘‘ unwarranted and impertinent,” by 
declaring that he had not consulted with the 
other Assessors, and that he had never met 
them. He was simply following the law, 
without regard to what others had done be- 
fore him. : 

**Have you estimated or considered jist 
what the total assessment of South Town 
property, personal and real, should be to 
make it meet, at what has been the average 
rate per $100, only its fair share of public 
burden?’ 

Mr. Gunning said he had not, did not know 
what it should be or what it probably would 
be at his postal card system of valuations. 

** Have you decided on any basis or per- 
centage on which you will fix your assess- 
ments?’’ 

‘*T have no knowledge of any basis. I do 
not know what basis my predecessors 
worked on. But the past is no precedent 
except in its correctness as to values.”’ 


Correctness of Values Discussed. 

Assessor Gunning said he had the office 
books of his predecessor, but he had not 
made thorough comparisons. In some cases 
he had found the amounts too high, in others 
too low. As to the general correctness of 
values in the books which he had for guid- 
ance he said: 

** Personal property is a fluctuating quan- 
tity, and what it was valued at last year 
may not cover its value this year. And 
again the amount it was assessed for last 
year might be too great this year. My pur- 
pose is to put its value at a fair cash figure, 
and I have so instructed my men. It is the 
duty of all good citizens to turn in the 
schedules my men leave with them to be 
filled out.. If they do not attend to this we 
have to put the valuation on the property in 
sight. 

‘* But I would not take any schedule that 
I did not think was correct, or fairly near the 
value of the property listed.”’ 

*“ Have you made any assessments yet at 
such valpes as you have named in your 

cards?” 

“There have been no assessments at all 
made except where schedules have been filled 
and. sworn. to in due form. Figures in such 
cases will stand.”’

A case of “ best judgment ’’ was cited to 
Mr. Gunning. The Lake Marine News as- 
sociation is a contern which thrives only 
during the season of navigation. The fur- 
niture used is of the actual value of 887. The 
institution was notified that the valuation 
put on its furniture was $1,000. 

‘They must have thought the office was 
connected with some newspaper,’ Mr. Gun- 
ning said. 

There are about ninety deputy assessors 
to look after the personal property in the 
South Town. There are forty-five districts. 
Few of the mén will work more than ten 
days or two weeks. The “jobs” pass 
around, and of course they go to the faith- 
tul. During the term of the Assessor sev- 
eral hundred men get a chance to get ina 
short time at $5 aday. This short experi- 
ence, of course, makes them able judges of 
valuations. 


Try to “Shake Down.” 


These are the men who put the high fig- 
ures on the fleld books, acting on Gunning’s 
instructions to make a “fair tash esti- 
mate."” Two men are assigned to each dis- 
trict, to prevent “ connivan¢e,’’ as Mr. Gun- 
ning says. But the pairing of the men does 
not seem to prevent it. Mr. Gunning says 
he has not been compelled to discharge any 
of his men for attempting to “‘ shake down ”’ 
taxpayers. But this, it appears, has been 
done by his men. On May 10two deputy as- 
sessors, carrying a book and blank sched- 
ules, entered the store of Spitz, Landauer & 
Co., clothiers, at 154 Market street. They 
looked over the stock, jotted some figures 
down, and then approached Mr. Spitz, after 
much beating around the Uush, with a prop- 
osition to make his assessment agreeably 
low for a cash consideration. Mr. Landauer 
was in Milwaukee, and Mr. Spitz told them 
80, also informing them that the firm was 
not engaged in that kind of business. 

Mr. Landauer was in the store the next 
day. The deputies bobbed up bright and 
early with a renewal of the proposition, but 
were again told that the firm did not propose 
to engage in any bribery. Later two other 
men visited the store, carrying a card from 
the Assessor, according to Mr. Landauer’s 
story, saying that the assessment made by 
the former visitors was not satisfactory, 
and that the two new deputies would make 
another assessment. 


Gunning Hadn’t Heard It. 


Assessor Gunning said he had never heard 
of the case. 

**It seems to me that it was the duty of 
the men approached to have caused the 
arrest of the men,’’ he said. ‘‘I have had 
no complaint of that kind, and can hardly 
be held to blame for such conduct. I would 
punish it quickly in the courts. I did hear 
of one man who was trying to obtain money 
in that way. He was not an employé of 
this office. But I caused his arrest. How- 
ever, he was not punished because the men 
on whom he tried his game would not pros- 
ecute him.”’ 

In the matter of experience, however, As- 
sessor Gunning is not much better off than 
the “ten day ’’ men who have been tilting 
the values on personal property so alarm- 
ingly. The Democratic managers who 
named him for Assessor rather regarded 
him as a sacrifice when they nominated 
him. But the landslide fooled them, and 
** Dick ’’ Gunning landed unexpectedly into 
one of the best positions in the city. Pre- 
viously he was without experience in office, 
and that is what makes his own boasted 
defiance of precedent the more strange to 
all who know him. 

It was in the last glorious days of the 
old Board of Trade, on Washington street, 
that he first came toChicago. He was un- 
der Captain ‘“‘Tom” Crosby as a shipping 
agent. It was in that calling he was first 
known. Later he was of the firm of Crosby 

Gunning and then of R. C. Gunning & 

0 He became a well-known man-about- 
town, frequenting swell resorts around the 
board and associating with many of the 
best known traders. 


Back into Grain Again. 


For a time some years after the removal 
of the board to Jackson street he dropped 
out of its circles.

In the origina] treaty 
it was provided that the government of the 
United States should pay the ex-Queen the 
Sum of $20,000 cash and the same amount of 
money @S a pension each year during the 
remainder of her natural life, provided she 
in good faith submitted to the government 
of the United States and the local govern- 
ment of the islands. The Princess Kaiu- 
lani, being the next in line of royal blood, 
was to receive a cash payment of $150,000, 
but no pension, under a similar proviso as in 
the case of the ex-Queen. 

It is understood that any objection that 
might have been expected to the anhexation 
of the islands based on the large proportion 
of coolies in the population has been fore- 
Stalled by an article not only prohibiting 
the further emigration of such laborers to the 
Hawatian Islands, but also erohibiting the 
coming of any of the Chinese from the 
islands to other parts of the United States. 


Sending Will Be Delayed. 

It was the expectation that the treaty this 
afternoon would receive the formal signa- 
tures of the negotiators, Secretary Sherman 
for the United States government and either 
Minister Hatch or Mr. Lorrin Thurston as a 
special commissioner for the Hawalian gov- 
ernment. The document itself had been pre- 
pared and everything was in readiness, when 
it was taken again to the White House for 
the President's final inspection and review. 
Secretary Sherman remained at the depart- 
ment later than is his custom in order to 
receive the Hawaiians, but finally at 4 
o'clock the attempt to secure the signature 
of the treaty today was abandoned. This 
may prevent the submission of the treaty to 
the Senate tomorrow, as was the intention 
of the Cabinet, but the delay in any case will 
not be material. 

At the Cabinet meeting in the course 
of the discussion of the treaty it was de- 
cided that its pendency in the Senate would 
not necessarily cause any considerable ob- 
struction to the progress of the tariff bill, 
and while there is every disposition on the 
part of the President to avoid any interfer- 
ence with the rights of the Senate in the mat- 
ter, it can be stated that the treaty will not 
go in with any idea that it is not the wish of 
the Executive that it should be acted on 
promptly. ’ 

While the treaty is in the Senate, either 
in the hands of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations or on the calendar of executive 
business, it is the expectation that the people 
of the United States will have an opportunity 
through the press and other mediums to de- 
clare their sentiments upon the matter, and 
if, as is predicted, there is an overwhelming 
declaration for annexation it is believed that 
the Senate will be quick to respond to the 
demand. In this case the treaty, it is be- 
lieved, can be. taken up and ratified in the 
course of one or two executive sessions 
while the regular tariff debates am in 
progress daily. 

The manner in which the Hawalian treaty 
will come before the House is in the para- 
graph which provides that the United States 
shall assume the present debt of Hawaii. 
This will not in any way affect the treaty or 
interfere in its adoption. The case of the 
refusal of the House to appropriate 
for the interest of or the debt of Hawali 
will not, it is said, prevent annexation, but 
the payment of the debt or the interest would 
be a subject for future consideration. 

Some English Den't Like It. 

London, June 16.—All the afternoon papers 
discuss the Hawaiian question in the light 
of the proposed annexation of the islands to 
the United States. The Globe says: 

“ The question is essentially international 
and cannot be disposed of by the decree of 
one power alone. Great Britain and France 
are in the same positions towards Hawaii 
as the United States. In our case, if Hawaii 
is converted into a strong naval station it 
will practically command the alternative 
route between Vancouver, Australia, and 
the far East, and Great Britain has every 
right to be consulted before the scheme its 
carried farther. Lord Salisbury’s consent 
would not be given unless a quid pro quo is 
given for tearing up the present treaty.’ 

Per Contra the Pall Mall Gazetie remarks: 

‘‘It seems probable that Hawaii will Le 
under the Stars and Stripes shortly and no- 
body here will say a word against it. We 
should be glad to see Hawail an American 
rather than any other colony.”’ 

The Westminster Gazette says: ‘ Great 
Britain will not object to the annexation of 
Hawali, though it remafns to be seen how 
Japan will take America’s action.’ 


CORRESPONDENT SHRIVER ON TRIAL. 


His Offense Is Refusing to Give Testi- 
mony Defore Sugar Investigating 
Committee—Case Not Decided. 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—The trial of 
John 8. Shriver, correspondent of the New 
York Mail and Express, the fourth of the 
recusant .witnesses before the Senate 
Sugar Investigating committee of 1894, be- 
gan before Judge Bradley this morning. 
Of the other three witnesses similarly 
charged .Broker Chapman was convicted 
and has served a thirty-day sentence in jail 
and Messrs. Havemeyer and Searles, Presi- 
dent and Secretary, respectively, of the 
American Sugar Refining company, were 
acquitted by order of the court. 

Mr. E. J. Edwards, New York correspon- 
dent of the Philadelphia Press, whose trial 
will follow that of Mr. Shriver, wasin court, 
as were a number of Senators and other 
prominent officials subpcenaed to testify in 
the case. Mr. Shriver’s alleged offense is 
that he fefused to give the names of his 
authorities for statements in certain dis- 
patcnes sent his paper. No trouble was ex- 
perienced in securing a jury and then the 
government presented ifs case. 

The testimony presented was largely the 
same as that given at previous trials. The 
government at 2 o'clock rested its case, and 
then Judge Dittenhoeffer of counsel for 
Shriver moved to dismiss on six grounds, one 
of them being that as a newspaper man the 
communication to Shriver came within the 
scope of privileged and confidential com- 
munications. , 

Judge Dittenhoeffer had not concluded his 
argument on the motion to order an acquit- 
tal when the court adjourned for the day. 


REFUSE TO HARM THE SUGAR TRUST. 


Republican Caucus Decides Not to In- 


cerporate Senator Spooner’s Amend- 
ment in Tariff Bill. 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—The Repub- 
lican caucus last night determined not to 
incorporate in the tariff bill the amendment 
proposed by Senator Spooner to postpone 
the time when certain-features of the sugar 
schedule should go into effect until six 
months after the bill was passed, with the 
intention of compelling the sugar trust to 
dispose of the surplus sugar that has been 
imported pending the consideration of the 
tariff bill, at a rate which would not allow 

a great profit. 
ae position taken by a large majority of 
the Republican Senators was that it would 
be impracticable to have various portions 
of the bill go into effect at different times. 
If the action was taken on sugar it would 
have to be taken on wool and other items. 

The defeat of Senator Spooner's proposi- 
tion was not accomplished until there had 
been a sharp fight. The Western men were 
arrayed against the East, Senator 
Spooner had several sharp tilts with Sen- 
ators representing States where there is a 
great deal of manufacturing.

Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special. }—It 
was thought the limit had been reached so 
far as the possibilities of bicycles are con- 
cerned, but it has remained for a Washing- 
ton couple to suggest a new departure in 
weddings, with the wheel as an ac¢essory.

Consequently there is no reason why Miss 
Belknap should relinquish her religion to be- 
come the bride of the Belgian diplomat. 
An engagement exists between the young 
people and it is likely that the expiration 
of the year fixed by Mrs. Belknap in which 
the young people should consider the matter 
carefully before coming to a conclusion will 
result in a wedding. At present Mr. May, 
who is a connection of the house of Roths- 
child, is representing his country in a diplo- 
matic capacity in Japan, and he is spoken 
of as a worthy, clever European gentleman 
and in every way a suitable match for the 
daughter of the former American Minister of 
War.

**I beg pardon,”’ said Mr. Lewis with his 
accustomed Chesterfieldian manner, “I 
thought Senator Hanna would be too much 
engaged with Ohio ‘affairs to give us his at- 
tention. It was very kind of him to antici- 
pate me.”’

Assistant Secretary Ryan of the Interior 
Department today forwarded to Congress a 
memorial from certain freedmen of the 
Choctaw nation relative to their rights as 
members of that tribe. In this document 
complaint is made that they are not given 
any interest in the schools and moneys of 
the Choctaw nation in the agreement re- 
cently entered into between the Choctaws 
and the Dawes commission. These freed- 
men say that all they can see in the agree- 
ment for them is the promise of forty acres 
of land. 


RESULTS OF THE POSTAL CONGRESS. 


Advances Made in Management of In- 
ternational Mails—Next Congress 
Will Meet in Rome. 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—The univer- 
sal postal congress, the fifth convention of 
the kind in the world, finished its labors to- 
day, after a closed session lasting sevéral 
hours. The next of the congresses, the 
sixth sextennial one, will be held in Rome, 
Italy, in February, 1908. 

Following is an official résumé of the re- 
sults of the work of the congress. 

First—The principal treaty which excludes 
the entry of Corea into the postal union; 
the declaration of the Orange Fiee State, 
which failed to send a delegate to Washing- 
ton, that it hoped soon to enter the union; 
and the declaration of the Chinese empire, 
which was represented in the congress, that 
it will observe the regulations of the union 
as soon as the organization of its service 
permits. 

Second—The intermediary transit rates 
have been facilitated and the tariff dimin- 
ished materially on a graduated scale for 
the ensuing six years. 

Third—Uniform colors have been project- 
ed for postage stamps. 

Fourth—Postal cards unpaid are subject 
to a double tax, that is, 4 cents in place of the 
former tax, which was 10 cents, the 
same as for unpaid letters. 

Fifth—Circulars produced on a machine 
(typewritten) in quantities of twenty cir- 
culars, all of the same character, are ad- 
mitted to the international mails at the 
same rates as printed circulars. 

Sixth—Samples of merchandise are ad- 
mitted up to 350 grammes. 

Seventh—Objects of natural history, anli- 
mals, dried plants, or preserved geological 
specimens are admitted as samples. 

Eighth—The question of the creation of a 
universal postage stamp was brought up 
and the proposition defeated on account of 
the difficulty which would occur in putting 
into practice that important innovation, es- 
pecially because of the diversity of curren- 
cy standards. 

Ninth—Special arrangements concerning 
packages of declared values, postal orders, 
books of identity, and subscriptions to jour- 
nals have been thoroughly revised. This 
country is not actually concerned in these 
arrangements. They mostly affect the 
States of the Continent of Europe. 

The new treaty will become operative 
Jan. 1, 1899.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


UNION PACIFIC QUITS WESTERN PAS- 
SENGER ASSOCIATION. 


Mr. Lomax Serves Notice at Meeting of 
Tra ouri Roads That He Will 
Decline Any Co-operation Here- 
after—Action Is the Outeome of the 
Oregon Short Line’s Attitude as to 
the Ogden Gateway—Chance of Raie 
War Resulting. 


Formal notice was given yesterday after- 
noon by General Passenger Agent Lomax of 
the withdrawal of the Union Pacific railway 
from all Western Passenger association 
agreements, to take effect at once. 

Following upon the heels of the complica- 
tions caused by the consummation of a deal 
by the Milwaukee and St. Paul with a firm 
of scalpers whereby the latter was enabled 
to cut the life out of the rates between St. 
Paul, Chicago, and New York, the action 
taken by the Union Pacific places the West- 
ern nger association in a most precari- 
ous condition. Unless the differences be- 
tween the various roads are speedily har- 
monized the association must necessarily 
collapse and general demoralization in pas- 
Senger rates result. 

It is less than three months ago that the 
association was reorganized to bring it with» 
in the scope of the transmissouri decision. 


Troubles of the Association. 

The Union Pacific at first declined to join 
the reorganized association, but finally con- 
cluded, together with the Denver and Rio 
Grande, to céme in. Since then the only 
difficulty the association had to wréstle 
with was the refusal of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, Chicago Great Western, and Minneap- 
olis and St. Louis roads to become members. 
Just on the eve of a settlement of the trouble 
with these 8 came the explosion caused 
by the St. Paul’s action, followed yesterday 
by the withdrawal of the Union Pacific. 

The sudden and unexpected withdrawal 
of the Union Pacific is due to the recent open- 
ing of the Ogden gateway by the Oregon 
Short line for the Union Pacific’s com peti- 
tors. The Oregon Short Line was formerly 
owned or controlled by. the Union Pacific, 
and with evident intention of depriving the 
main line, in which the government is in- 
terested, of a portion of its revenue. The 
Short Line, in which the government has no 
interest, was allowed 75 per cent more than 
it was actually entitled to—or, in other 
words, the Oregon Short Line was credited 
with 1% miles for every mile it carried the 
business. 


Lines Fail to Agree. 

A few months ago the Oregon Short Line 
was foreclosed and reorganized and the 
Union Pacific lost its interest in it. The 
new management opened negotiations with 
the Union Pacific to continue the old ar- 
rangement. The latter not only demanded a 
reduction in the Short Line’s pro rata, but 
also insisted that the latter should continue 
to refuse to allow the Rio Grande and its 
connections to ticket business over its line 
to Portland, Ore. 

These conditions did not suit the Oregon 
Short Line people and they proposed to the 
Rio Grande road and the latter’s connec- 


Fé, and Missouri Pacific, to open up for them 
the Ogden gateway and let them ticket 
through to Portland, Ore., if they would 
allow it to pro rate one and three-quarters 
miles for one mile, as was done under the old 
agreement with the Union Pacific. The Rio 
Grande roads and their Hastern connec- 
tions promptly accepted. 

The Union Pacific demanded that the ar- 
rangement made with the other roads should 
be so modified as to allow the Union Pacific 
to continue to enjoy its former advantages. 

A meeting of the transmissouri lines was 
held in this city yesterday to consider the 
short line imbroglio. Mr. Lomax stated 
that hereafter he would decline to coéperate 
with the association on anything. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT WAR IMMINENT. 


Roads Freely Cut Grain and Provision 
Rates—Open Reduction Alone 
Can Prevent a Fight. 


The Chicago east-bound freight commit- 
tee decided yesterday to meet the cut rate 
on wool published by the “ Soo” line—44 
cents from Minneapolis to Boston, a reduc- 
tion of about 20 cents a hundred pounds. 
Of this rate the lines east of Chicago will ac- 
cept 28 cents. 

The representative of the “‘ Big Four " ac- 
cused the Pennsylvania and Michigan Cen- 
tral roads of making a 15-cent rate on wheat 
and its products from Chicago to New York, 
which those roads denied. Provision rates, 
it was asserted, are also being cut, some 
roads making an 18-cent rate. 

Unless a general reduction in those rates 
to 18 cents on provisions and 15 cents on all 
grain and its products is speedily author- 
ized by the Joint Traffic association, a 
serious rate war is predicted. 


TALK OF BOYCOTTING THE ST. PAUL. 


Big Scalpers’ Deal May Cause General 
Reduction in Passenger Rates 
East. 


Anxiety is still manifested in Eastern and 
Western railroad circles as to the effect 
the large stock of cut rate tickets placed 
in scalpers’ hands by the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul will have upon regular rates be- 
tween St: Paul, Chicago, and New York. 

The general opinion is that it will result 
in an open reduction in the rate between 
Chicago and New York to $15 by ordinary 
trains, as by such action alone can scalpers 
be prevented from realizing. 

There is strong talk of retaliatory action 
being taken by the Central Passenger asso- 
ciation lines against the Milwaukee and 8t. 
Paul if the tickets issued over central lines 
are not at once withdrawn from the market. 
Standard lines East talk about boycotting 


the St. Paul. 
Retirement of President Clark. 


Boston telegram stating that President 
Clark of the Union Pacific may drop out on 
the reorganization was the topic of much 
discussion in Union Pacific headquarters 
this morning. It will be no surprise if Mr. 
Clark does resign as President of the com- 
pany. His continued ill health and long 
service have prompted him to say several 
times that he would like to give up all con- 
nection with the railroad business, 


Another Hearing Soon to Re Held. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is 
paid to be arranging to hold another session 
in Chicago before long. The date is to be 
kept secret until the Marshal has been able 
to serve subpeenas. It is intimated that a 
special federal grand jury will be called 
immediately after the conclusion of the next

TRUSTEES OF ILLINOIS WESLEYAN 

COLLEGE WANT TO KEEP HIM. 
. 

Commencement Exercises in Progress 
at Bleomington—Athiectic Day at 
Princeton—Ex-President and Mrs. 
Cleveland Assist at a Reception— 
Woman Receives a Medical Degree 
at Johns Hopkins for the First 
Time—News of Other Colleges. 


Bloomington, Iil., June 15.—[Special.]— 
The Board of Trustees of the Illinois Wes- 
leyan’ University today accepted with an 
expression of regret the resignation of Dr. 
W. H. Wilder as President, which was pre- 
sented yesterday. It is to take effect July 1. 
Nothing has yet been done in regard to the 
selection of his successor. There is a de- 
sire to retain Dr. Wilder as head of the in- 
stitution for another year at least, releasing 
him from the active collegiate duties, but 
keeping him in the field as representative 
of the institution. Dr. Wilder may be in- 
duced to consider such a proposition. 

The deficiency in the finances of the insti- 
tution for the year was considered by the 
beard, and a subscription was taken among 
the members of the board, who quickly 

- pledged $8,500. This will probably be in- 
creased to at least $10,000, which will be 
used to defray the floating indebtedness and 
put the university on a firm financial basis 
té begin the new year. 

Dr..C. H. Payne of New York, Secretary 
of the Board of Education, former President 
of the Ohio Wesleyan, addressed the trust- 
ees. It was an effective’talk on the work of 
the denominational college. At the close of 
the session additional subscriptions were an- 
nounced as follows: Dennis Kenyon, Mc- 
Lean, Ill., $1,000; Mrs. Cramp, Bloomington, 
$1,000; Mrs. Martha Buck, $1,000. It was 
resolved to make the total subscription at 
this time at least $30,000 

A class of twenty-five was graduated to- 
night by the law college. It was one of the 
largest classes in the history of the college, 
and certainly one of the ablest and brightest 
that have ever been awarded diplomas by 
the institution. It contains two young 
‘women, earnest, capable, and preity girls, 
Miss Minnie Maude Hallam of Monmouth 
and Miss Minnie Ross Pogers of Streator, 
who are the first of their sex to complete 
the law course of the university. 

‘Although the heat was most oppressive 
the Grand Opera-House was filled in every 
part. <A iJarge proportion of the great audi- 
ence were visitors from distant points. The 
opere-house was beautifully decorated with 
flowers and the colors of the class. The 
mombers of the class of 98 acted as ushers. 
While each senior had prepared a thesis, 
none of the-efiorts were delivered, and the 
literary portion of the program was simply 
an craiion oy isanc N. Phillips of Blooming- 
ton, Supreime Court reporter, and former 
law pariner ui ex-Governor Fifer. 

‘Mr. Phillips’ theme was ‘“ Success at the 
Bar.”"’ Mr. Phillips’ address was above all 
practical, and based upon his personal ¢x- 
perience and observation in the practice of 
the law. lt was replete with suggestion and 
advice. 


BEAUTIFUL SIGHT AT NOTRE DAME. 


Band Concert and Illumination at St. 
Joseph’s Lake Attract Many 
Visitors. 


Notre Dame, Ind., June 15.—[Speolal.]—A 
special car on the Grand Trunk train this 
morning brought Mgr. Mooney and a party 
of a dozen from New York City to the com- 
mencement exercises. The chief events of 
the day, the band concert and illumination 
at St. Joseph's Lake, and the lawn exercises 
of the classes of '07 and '98, took place this 
evening. After 6:30 dinner, the center of 
mterest was transferred to §8st. Joseph's 
Lake, several hundred yards to the rear of 
the main college building. Here the citizens 
from South Bend and the guests of the uni- 
versity assembled to watch the final practice 
6f the interclass boat crews and listen to 
a concert by the university band. The latter 
was stationed at the side of the boathouse, 
and under the leadership of Professor Pres- 
ton gave a concert of more than ordinary ex- 
cellence.

Meeting of Trustees of Northwestcrn—

The trustees of Northwestern University 
held their annual meeting in University Hall 
at Evanston yesterday. 

At the morning session Judge Horton pre- 
sided and President Henry Wade Rogers 
presented his annual report, claiming an ad- 
vance in the departments of medicine, phar- 
macy, law, oratory, dentistry, and music, 
all of which were reported as self-support- 
ing. 

In his suggestions to the Board of Trustees 
President Rogers thought it would be wise to 
employ the $100,000 lately received by litiga- 
tion from the Fayerweather estate toward a 
new biological laboratory. He also urged 
the necessity of more careful supervision 
of the. young women in the university. No 
action was taken on these suggestions. 

At the afternoon session William Deering 
was elected President of the board, the office 
made vacant by the death of Orrington Lunt. 
Other offices were filled as follows:

Resolutions on the death of Orrington

adopted, and Milton H. Wilson was elected 
to fill the vacancy made in the governing 
body. 

Several changes were made in the fac- 
ulties of the various departments. Dr. G. V. 
Black was elected dean of the dental school, 
to succeed Colonel E. D. Swain,.who vol- 
untarily resigned. Professor J. A. James of 
Cornell College was elected to the chair of 
continental history in the college of liberal 
arts, and Professor Edward Ballot was 
given the chair of romance languages, suc- 
ceeding Miss Emily F. Wheeler, resigned.

UTOPIA FROM A MUMMY. 


A. BR. U. “DELEGATES” TRYING TO 
BUILD ON A DEAD FOUNDATION. 


They Will Go Through the Motions To~- 
day of Killing'an Ancient Corpse 
and Using the Remains to Erect a 
Ce-operative Colony — Alleged 
“Traitor” Causes a Flurry and 
Threats in the Secret Conference— 
Debs Cheered. 


The American Railway Union will be offi- 
cially killed today in executive session at 
Uhlich’s Hall, but. the action of the conven- 
tion will be a farce. The organization needs 
no executioner. It is dead already. It has 
been little more than a memory for many 
months. The “ delegates’’ who are here 
to launch a new socialistic movement in the 
name of the A. R. U. are making attempts 
to pass off a mummy asa fresh corpse. 

At the last convention, four years ago, 
over 300 delegates were present. At the ex- 
ecutive session yesterday at the same hall 
there were exactly sixty-five, including one 
woman—Mrs. Mary Jones of Colorado. 
Twenty-three of these represented defunct 
Chicago and Western lodges. These fig- 
ures show that fewer than forty lodges are 
in existence. It is said on good authority 
that-the average membership of the exist- 
ing lodges is fewer than 100 each. The offi- 
cials of the organization a short time ago 
were claiming a total membership of ** not 
less than 300,000.”’ 

Executive Session Is Lively. 

The executive session was called to order 
at 2:30 p. m. yesterday. The Committee on 
Credentials was appointed, and the formality 
of examining the credentials was gone 
through with. Several delegates represent- 
ing defunct lodges were not excluded. 

Committees on Legislation and Order of 
Business were selected, and then Mrs. Jones 
was given the floor. She made a radical 
speech, and was followed by Eugene V. 
Debs, who was in the midst of his address 
when several of the delegates were discov- 
ered taking notes. 

At this point another delegate raised a cry 
that a “ traitor’’ was present. This created 
a sensation. 

Debs Ready for Traitors. 

Debs remarked: 

‘If there is a traitor here, we will fix 
him so that he will take no further interest 
in the proceedings.”’ 

‘Yes,’ yelled a delegate, “‘ the Chicago 
River is near.” 

The men who were detected taking notes 
offered to explain. One of them said he was 
preparing a speech. Another declared he 
was simply recording some of the bright 
spots in Debs’ remarks. This quieted sus- 
picion and the matter was compromised by 
ordering all notes destroyed and five com- 
mittees of three delegates each were appoint- 
ed to watch newspaper offices last night to 
detect the “ traitor ’’ in the act of “ giving 
up” the action of the secret meeting for 
publication. 

Open Session in Handel Hall. 

The executive session was preceded by the 
open session at Handel Hall. A mixed crowd 
of men and women packed the room. Many 
prominent local trades unionists were pres- 
ent, but they occupied rear seats, and took 
no part in the proceedings. ‘ 

There were a few Anarchists of prom- 
inence, including Lucy Parsons, but the 
bulk of the crowd was made up of Socialists 
and A. R. U. sympathisers. Mr. Debs, Pro- 
fessor Parsons, and Andrew B. Adair were 
the speakers. 

Mr. Debs outlined his colonization scheme, 
but did not go into details. 

The church was criticised, and the crowd 
cheered wildly. The wage system was de- 
nounced and monopolies were reviled. 

Judge Woods of the Supreme Court was 
called a coward by Lucy Parsons when she 
heard his name mentioned. Hisses greeted 
all references to the jurist. 

All the speakers favored immediate ac- 
tion, and it is probable that an army of 
colonists will march from Chicago within 
thirty days. 

As soon as the secret convention is fin- 
ished public mass-meetings are planned, 
and the work of gathering recruits will 


begin. 
Burns Opens the Meeting. 

W. E. Burns, general organizer of the A. 
R. U., called the meeting to order. at 10a. m. 
and introduced Andrew B. Adair of Typo- 
graphical Union No, 16 as chairman of the 


meeting. 

Mr. Adair said: 

This movement promises much good and it 
cannot do much evil. Its general purpose, briefly 
stated, is to secure work for the unemployed in 
which they shall receive the full fruits of their 
labor. Let us set a good example for the move- 
ment by getting down to business at once. Let 
us do something without delay and talk as little 
as possible. 

In introdueing Mr. Debs I shall avoid eulogy. 
It is sufficient to say that in the present corrupt 
state of society, from the churches down, it is a 
pleasure to see and listen to an honest man. Mr. 
Debs is certainly the peer, if not the superior, of 
any man whom I have ever met. 

Before Debs began his speech the Com- 
monwealth trio sang ‘‘ This Grand Coun- 
trie,’’ a labor song dedicated to Debs. 


Debs Greeted with Applause. 

It was some time before the din of ap- 
plause and cheering subsided, when Debs 
stepped forward to make his formal ad- 
dress. He spoke an hour on his latest and 
greatest plan to band together the working 
people of the country for a common pur- 
pose. . 

Those who believed his address would re- 
veal the details of his Utopian scheme were 
disappointed. He spoke of socialism, co- 
operation, and kindred topics in a general 
way, carefully avoiding the expression of 
radical views. 

There was no spleen and little bitterness 
in his remarks. Cheer after cheer greeted 
the climax of each argument or pointed as- 
sertion. 


Debs Makes His Address. 


Mr. Debs said in part: 

Ladies and Gentlemen, Friends and Co-Workers: 
We have-assembied here in the paragon City of 
Chicago under the auspices of the American Rall- 
way union to deliberate upon propositions which 
relate to industrial and economic affairs. 

We are here as the representatives of labor, 
which, overleaping the narrower limits of unions, 
lodges, divisions, and guilds, inscribes upon its 
banner the conquering shibboleth, *’ Humanity,’’ 
and goes forth to battle with one supreme, over- 
mastering purpose in view, that of bettering the 
condition of men and women who work and whose 
only capital is their brains and their hands. 

The toilers of all enlightened nations, by which 
I mean those who comprehend their unalienable 
right to “life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness,'’ by processes of mind evolution, have arrived 
at the conclusion that their mission in the world 
is something superior to eternal servitude. But 
history reveals the fact that the wage system, 
which is of necessity slavery, hoary with age and 
forever producing the same results, has created 
and perpetuated conditions at the mere mention 
of which humanity shudders. 

The wage system, in spite of all the refinements 
of sophistication, is the same in all ages, in all 
lands, and in all climes. Its victims work, prop- 
— their species, bear all the burdens, and

In the new organization there will be no division 
lines. All whose hearts are attuned to the sympho- 
nies of humanity will be welcomed, totally regard- 
less of race, color, nationality, occupation, or sex. 
It will be an organization of equals pledged to the 
sublime Mt of gtving effect to the Declaration of 
Independenée on American soil. 

Each will contribute according to his ability to 
the support of the new movement, and the monthly 
installments will soon be sufficient to start the pio- 
neers westward, and by that time the State will 
have been selected. Under the supervision of able 
and experienced persons the foundation of the new 
order will be laid, lands will be secured, machinery 
and tools will be provided, the soil will be culti- 
vated and industrial enterprises will be estab- 
lished, and thus will begin the work which will 
not end until the Cojperative Commonwealth has 
become a realized fact. 

Adair Indorses Debs’ Pians. 

Chairman Adair again addressed the meet- 
ing in support of Debs’ declared principles. 

Professor F.. Parsons of the Boston Uni- 
versity of Law spoke of the Brotherhood 
of the Cotperative Commonwealth, of 
which the Rev. Myron Reed of Denver its 
President. Mr. Debs is general organizer 
and Henry D. Lloyd is one of the prime 
movers. The organization and the A. R. U. 
are in perfect accord in regard to the pres- 
ent plans; and both may be merged into this 
new movement. 

During his speech Professor Parsons re- 
ferred to Debs’ term of imprisonment asa 
credit rather than a disgrace. 

The actual business of the convention will 
begin today. 


SOCIALISTS BELITTLE DEBS’ SCHEME. 


Make Active War on the Co-operative 
Colony Idea and Assail Its Zeal- 
ous Promoters.

Pamphlets are being distributed in Chicago 
and other cities attacking Debs and heaping 
ridicule on his plan for the formation of 
te duodecimo edition of the New, Jerusa- 
em.’’ 

An inoffensive-appearing young man sta- 
tioned himself at the door of Uhlich’s Hall 
yesterday afternoon as the delegates were 
filing into the secret session, and presented 
each with one of these pamphlets. As soon 
as the nature of the brochure was learned 
the young man was warned away, after be- 
ing relieved of his pamphlets.

WET AT FERRIS WHEEL. 


MAYOR LIKELY TO GRANT MANGLER 
A LIQUOR LICENSE TODAY. 


Petition for Such Action Indorsed by 
Kipley and Schaack—Mr. Harrison 
Says He Understands Most of the 
Objections Come from Saleonkeep- 
ers—Opponents Will Be Given «a 
Chance to Be Heard—Story of the 


Lecal Option War. 


A license to sell liquor on the grounds of 
the Ferris wheel on the North Side doubtless 
will be granted today to Alderman Mangler 
of the Mangler Catering company, by order 
of Mayor Harrison, thus ending the license 
war which for two years has been waged 
by certain property-owners of the Twenty- 
fifth Ward against the Ferris Wheel com- 
pany and its concessionaires. 

Application was made last Saturday for 
the same license which a year ago was re- 
fused, and the request was accompanied 
with a petition purporting to bear the sig- 
natures of a majority of the property-own- 
ers in the local option district where the 
Ferris wheel stands. There are 300 voters 
in the district, which is bounded by Fuller- 
ton avenue, Diversey and Clark streets, and 
the lake, and nearly 200 of their names are 
on the petition of Alderman Mangler. 

The request was reported on favorably by 
Inspector Schaack, and Chief of Police Kip- 
ley, after sending a man to verify the sig- 
natures, yesterday sent the request for the 
or eae with his indorsement to Mayor Har- 
rison. 


Mayor Harrison’s Opinion. 

Mayor Harrison strongly intimated last 
evening that he will instruct City Clerk 
Loeffier to issue'the license if, upon investi- 
gation and verification, the petition is found 
to be all right, 

* The petition,” he said, ‘‘ was brought in 
several days ago and submitted to me for 
inspection. I sent it down-stairs to the 
City Collector, with instructions to get a 
verification of the signatures. I understand 
most of the objections come from saloon- 
keepers in the vicinity of the wheel. I know 
one of the objectors keeps a beer garden 
some distance beyond.”’ 

It is understood the order for the license 
will not be given until the objectors have 
been heard. Steele & Roberts, attorneys for 
the Twenty-fifth Ward Protective associa- 
tion, will appear before the Mayor today 
and protest against the license. 

Alderman Mangler Talks. 

Alderman Mangler said yesterday: 

**'We have had the right on our side all 
along, and now at last we are going to pre- 
vail, despite the unique combination of Pro- 
hibitionists and saloonkeepers in the dis- 
trict. After $4,000 had already been ex- 
pended in the construction of foundations for 
the wheel an ordinance was suddenly passed 
making the district local option. 

“Today we have the signatures of those 
who were last year most bitterly opposed 
to us—even the residents of Sydney court 
and Pine Grove avenue are now for the most 
part with us—and only the competing saloon- 
keepers are left against us. 

“An illustration of the strong sentiment 
in the district favoring the license was the 
big majority in this precinct over all the 
Mayoralty candidates in the spring election 
for Harlan, who had attempted to secure 
the repeal of the ordinance which interfered 
with the vested rights of the wheel com- 
pany and its concessionnaires.” 

Percival Steele, attorney for the protest- 
ing property-owners, said last night: 

**'We have not receded from our position 
of last year that the sale of liquor on the 
Ferris Wheel grounds will be inimical to the 
interests of neighboring residents, and we 
shall ask Mayor Harrison to give us time 
to verify the names on the petition of Alder- 
man Mangler.”’

The scarcity 
is such, owing to the unusual demand, that 
yesterday the sugar trust gave notice to its 
patrons that only a limited amount of gran- 
ulated sugar would be sold at present prices. 
This action makes it the opinion of the trade 
that prices are going higher. It is also con- 
strued as a piece of trust tactics to drive 
some wholesalers into the market before 
the trust is forced, later, to drop off a few 
decimals from quotations. 

Tea prices have reacted 44,@5c per lb, and 
sales at the central markets have been sus- 
pended for a week.

New York Dry Goods Market. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—A better feeling is no- 
ticeable in all branches of the dry goods trade, 
The more seasonable weather has brought buyers 
out in larger numbers, and hurried orders for 
summer weight prints and dress goods in cottons 
are quite numerous, The market for fall weights, 
both in cottons and woolens, shows some im- 
provement at first hands. In staple cottons the 
demand shows in some quarters slight improve- 
ment. Coarse colored cottons are dull. Print 
cloths show a strong front. Prints are in good 
form. Woolen and worsted goods are fairly active. 
and several lines, _ rticularly in medium grade 
men’s wear, have wn unexpected activity. . 


EXHIBIT OF THE NATIONAL BANKS. 


Financial Institutions of the State 
Make a Gratifying Showing—Re- 
serve Double Requirements. 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special. ]— 
An abstract of reports made to the Controller 
of the Currency as to the condition of 199 
national banks in Illinois, exclusive of those 
in Chicago, makes a most gratifying exhibit 
of the financial resources of the Prairie 
State. At the close of business May 14, 1897, 
the average reserve held was 36.05 per cent, 
although the law only required these insti- 
tutions to have a reserve fund of 15 per cent. 
Individual deposits assrogated $43,000, 000 
and capital stock $17,500,000. 

The surplus and ‘undivided profits were 
more than $9,000,000. The figures of re- 
sources and liabilities were as follows:

Lansing, Mich., June 15.—! Special. ]—The 
statements made by the 176 State banks of 
Michigan in response to the call made by 
Commissioner Just for a report of their con- 
dition at the close of business May 14 have 
been compiled and the result is the most 
gratifying for several years. 

It shows an increase in all the items which 
are affected by the increase of business 
activity. The loans and discounts, stocks, 
bonds, and mortgages aggregate $66,289,010, 
which is an increase of $895,121 over the ag- 
gregate on Dec. 17, 1896, when the last pre- 
vious report was made. The total deposits 
are $67,644,719, an increase over the last 
mentioned date of $2,606,324. The increase 
in savings deposits is $2,385,871, the total 
being $44,441,724. The increase in commer- 
cial deposits is $220,202,905. The cash on 
hand aggregates $5,457,573, of which $2,295,- 
873 is in gold and $2,595,246 is in United 
States and national bank notes. The 
amount in silver is but $315.582. The sur- 
plus fund amounts to $2,940,373 and undi- 
vided profits, less current expenses, inter- 
est, and taxes paid to $1,876,736, and the 
dividends unpaid to $3,535. The amount of 
capital stock paid in is $12,026,600 and the 
total resources $87,457,184. 

The increase in loans indicates an increas- 
ing volume of business, while the increase in 
deposits is a sign of returning confidence.

The law which forbids the colori of bute 
terine, and which Governor Poles ae just 
signed, is believed to have destroyed the in- 
dustry in Illinois more effectually than if 
the law had prohibited the manufacture of 
the product. 

It is the consensus of opinion among thos@ 
best acquainted with the haaiiebe” that, 
after July 1, there will not be a pound made 
in the State. But this will mean only that

Without exception the nmianufacturers d 
nounce the law as the scheme of concern 
which make a business of working over bad 
butter and selling it, after it has been d 
tored, for “ the best quality of country but 
ter.” It is claimed that this class of but 
ter dealers is the only one which has bee 
materially affected by the manufacture o 
butterine, and for the reason that the whole 
amount of butterine placed on the market, 
notwithstanding it amounted to the surp 
ing figure of 30,000,000 pounds last year 
does not constitute above 2% per cent of 
amount of butter made in the country. 


Butterine and the Farmer. 


Another reason given by the butt 
manufacturers for the belief that the farm 
ers themselves were not.the persons chiefly 
interested in the measure is that the lat 
have understood that the material used in 
the manufacture of butterine was obtained! 
wholly from the farm. In the price received! 
by the farmer for his steers and his hogs 
he received a considerable sum more from 
the fact that portions of the carcass, which 
will not be wasted, could be used to 
advantage. It is estimated’ that this 
uct, which is chemically the same of! foun 
in cream, is worth $4 for every s 
slaughtered.
